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Response to Arguments 

1. The amendment to independent claims 1, 23, and 42 would require further 
consideration and/or search for each respective independent claim and its dependent 
claims. 

Take independent claim 1 for example. The proposed amendment appears to try 
and incorporate the allowable subject matter disclosed in dependent claim 12. 
However, to properly do this it must include all the limitations in claim 12 which it does 
not. For example, the tag comparison logic ignores the companion bit in claim 12. 
There is no corresponding limitation in the proposed amendment to claim 1. 
Furthermore, the proposed amendment to claim 1 must include all the limitations of all 
intervening claims, to properly include the allowable subject matter previously indicated, 
which it does not. 

Additionally, the proposed amendment would change the scope of the other 
dependent claims, such as dependent claim 5, which has not been examined in such 
context. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 3/27/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
moot as the amendment has not been entered for the reasons above.
